WASHINGTON - The con­ 
science-stricken ex -CIA analy st, 
Sam Adams, told Congress the 
tru th abou t the false estimates 
sp read

beforethe 1968 Tet offensiv e. 
His testimony has p rodu ced a 
controv ersy ov er 
ju ggled 
statistics. 
Other 
intelligence 
ex p erts hav e called it all “a 
nu mbers 
gam e.” 
Bu t 
the 
nu mbers, tragically , were flesh 
and blood. By official cou nt, 920 
Americans died in the Tet at­ 
tack. 
Sam Adams’ rev elations hav e 
led 
the 
Hou se 
Intelligence 
Committee to inv estigate the 
alleged role of Lt. Gen. Daniel 
Graham, director of the Defense 
Intelligence 
Agency , 
in 
distribu ting the p hony figu res. 
It’s a story we hap p en to know 
something abou t. Ten weeks 
before the Tet offensiv e, we 
learned abou t the secret disp u te 
ov er intelligence estimates. We 
rep orted on Nov . 30, 1967, that 
Maj. Gen. Josep h McChristian, 
the Army intelligence chief in 
Vietnam, and been transferred 
to Tex as for rep orting higher 
estimates than the Pentagon 
liked. 
“McChristian’s estimates of 
commu nist 
infiltration 
and 
recru itment,” we wrote, “were 
a constant sou rce of annoy ance 
to Secretary of Defense Robert 
McNamara, who thou ght they 
were higher thanthey ou ght to be 


“ Intelligence sp ecialists, who 
worked with McChristian, hav e 
told this colu mn that his 
estimates were conserv ativ e. 
He insisted u p on hard in­ 
formation 
and 
wou ld 
nev er 
resort to gu esswork ... There 
was 
su btle 
p ressu re 
on 
McChristian 
fro m the Pen­ 
tagon to redu ce his estimates, 
which he refused to do . ” 
The Tet ex plo sio n co nv inced 
us that the military brass had 
made a ghastly miscalculatio n. 
We flew to the battle scene to 
seek the ev idence. In Vietnam, 
we o btained a co nfidential, pre- 
Tet repo rt which badly un­ 
derestimated 
co mmunist 
strength. “ It is no w clear,” we 
were able to write, “ that o ur 
nnlicv -makers hav e been basing 


their war p lans u p on fau lty 
intelligence.” 
We q u oted at length from the 
confidential 
rep ort, 
which 
conclu ded: “We believ e the tide 
has 
tu rned and 
the enemy 
strength is on the decline There 
is ev idence of faltering morale 
and 
discip line 
among 
the 
sou thern enemy - the tru e Viet 
Cong. There are fewer bu t 
significant signs that the nor­ 
thern 
inv ader 
is 
likewise 
weakening.” 
We 
were 
shown 
other 
corroborativ e 
docu ments 
in 
Vietnam, bu t nerv ou s sou rces 
asked u s not to q u ote them. 
Some of these hav e now been 
made av ailable to u s. 
They show how Washington 
not 
only 
su p p ressed 
McChristian’s u nwanted war­ 
nings bu t encou raged the Saigon 
command to sell a rosy ou tlook 
to the p ress. Saigon came back 
in October, 1967, with p lans for a 
massiv e 
p ress 
camp aign to 
p rotray the enemy as faltering. 
“We will hold on-the-record 
briefings,” 
cabled Saigon, 
“whenev er some p oint can be 
p rov ed by cap tu red docu ments 
concise, 
hard-hitting 
briefings 
designed 
to 
allay 
credibility p roblems.” 
The Saigon au thorities sou ght 
to p rov e “that the enemy is fast 
losing control of the p eop le for 
his side, his recru itment has 
drop p ed off sharp ly , he is hav ing 
food shortages and he is hav ing 
seriou s p roblems collecting VC 
tax es.” 
The Saigon p rop osals went so 
far thatWashington cau tioned in 
a secret “joint State-Defense 
message” in Nov ember, 1967: 
"We are concerned lest ou r 
credibility 
be 
tarnished 
by 
ov erstatement 
of 
ou r case. 
While 
some 
p ieces 
of 
the 
argu m ents 
can 
stand 
u n­ 
challenged, 
others are more 
v u lnerable becau se of the 
fragmentary natu re of 
the 
ev idence.” 
Still, 
Gen. 
William 
West­ 
moreland, the U.S. commander 
in Vietnam, sent the Pentagon a 
secret, 
y ear-end 
rep ort 
p romising: 
Throu gh 
carefu l 
ex p loitation of 
the enemy ’s 
v u lnerabilities and ap p lication 
of ou r su p erior firep ower and 
mobility , we shou ld ex p ect ou r 
gains of 1967 to be increased 
many fold in 1^68 .” 


Ex actly 29 day s later, the ~ 
commu nists, far from faltering, 
stu nned 
Washington 
by 
at­ 
tacking Sou th Vietnam’s main 
centers du ring the Tet holiday . 
McChristian had been right, his 
critics 
wrong. 
Their 
miscalcu lations were p aid for 
with American blood. Yothe 
remained in Tex as, and they 
continu ed to direct the war 
effort. 


Now Sam Adams, whose CIA 
inte llig e nc e 
c onfirm e d 
McChristian’s 
estimates, has 
reop ened the ep isode. We can 
fu rnish the Hou se Intelligence 
Committee 
with 
docu ments 
su p p orting Adams’ testimony . 
We also su ggest that the com­ 
mittee inv ite McChristian to 
testify . 


With 
the 
help 
of 
Saga 
m agazine, 
we located the 
retired general who sp oke ou t 
p u blicly for the first time. He 
told 
u s 
how he 
organized 
military intelligence from the 
grou nd u p , beginning in 1965 . He 
wou nd u p with the best 
in­ 
telligence, he said, “we ev er had 
on the battlefield.” 
An 
op eration, 
code-named 
Cedar Falls, 
brou ght in 
key 
enemy docu ments and p er­ 
sonnel throu ghou t 1966-67. As 
early as the 
Sp ring of 1967, 
almost a y ear before the Tet 
inv asion, 
U.S. 
military 
in­ 
telligence had su fficient data to 
p redict 
the 
offensiv e, 
McChristian contended. 
He forwarded the information 
to the top command which took 
his 
inform ation 
“ v ery 
seriou sly ,” he related. Bu t ov er 
his p rotests, he was trransferred 
to Tex as in Ju ne, 1967. 
The Tet offensiv e shou ld not 
hav e been a su rp rise, he told u s.

Billions At Stake: Tiny hard- 
hat u nion’s 4-months strike hits 
limp ing New York 
NEW YORK - Some of these 
hard hats, cry ing all the way to 
the bank, seem to liv e in a world 
all their own - and a p osh one at 
that. Here’s a city moaning low. 
Yet, for ex amp le, a little known 
iron workers local is heading 
into the fifth month of a strike 
which is slowing, and soon 
enou gh can halt, ov er $2.1 billion 
dollars worth 
of v ital con­ 
stru ction. 
Yet 
the 
town desp erately 
needs the work. The manp ower 
is here. Ev en the money is here. 
Affected are and will be 
hosp itals, u tilities, p u blic and 
p riv ate hou sing, commercial 
stru ctu res - the whole thing. 
Comp letion wou ld p u t more 
money int othe city ’s p arched 
coffers. 
First-- 
abou t 
the 
u nion. 
They ’re shop men. They are 
some 3,000 strong, a word ad­ 
v isedly u sed. Their local is 45 5 . 
They are the mongers who 
p rep are the rails, the metal work 
on bannisters, the inside and 
ou tside fittings withou t which no 
bu ilding is comp lete. 
They are p aid a basic wage 
rate of $6.70 an hou r. Bu t that’s 
ju st the beginning. This u nion 
has at least sev en sp ecial fu nds 
p aid for by the contractors - 
v acations, 
sickness, welfare, 
p ensions, 
ap p renticeship , 
sev erance and annu ity . 
That last one fascinates me. 
It’s delay ed bonu s. The “boss” 
p ay s into the fu nd regu larly . 
When the emp loy e leav es, for 
whatev er reason, I’m told, he 
gets the annu ity . Regu larly , he 
also gets money for v acations. 
Bu t he also gets holiday p ay . 
The fu nds (fringes) cost the 
comp any abou t $2 an hou r bring 
ing the wage cost u p to $8 .70. 
Add to this the holiday p ay 
m entioned abov e 
-- abou t 
another 5 p er cent -- or abou t 45 
or 46 cents an hou r and the total 
wage and fringe cost to the 
constractor comes 
to abou t 
$9.18 . 
The local is demanding a flat 
10 p er cent increase on wages 
and 4 p er cent on some fu nd- 
fringes. For one y ear, mind y ou . 
This wou ld total abou t $1.20 an 
hou r more - or $5 0 ov er a 40- 
hou r week - before ov ertime or 
sp ecial holiday p ay . 
This, in a dep ressed and 
v irtu ally bankru p t city . This, 
desp ite the increased millions of 
dollars it wou ld add to a city bill 
for p u blic hou sing, hosp itals, 
and 
other 
m u nicip al con­ 
stru ction. This, desp ite the fact 
that there’s su ch a freeze now 
that some 8 ,000 hard hats in 
other trades will be lop p ed from 
p ay rolls in the nex t three y ears 
so Jhe big town can mu ddle 


throu gh. 
Hardly 
makes 
any 
sense 
ex cep t to those liv ing in an inner 
world of their own. Yet so 
p owerfu l is this one small local - 
and there are thou sands of its 
cou nterp arts across the nation - 
that it can’t be bu dged. 
All throu gh the su mmer the 
local, 
state 
and 
federal 
mediators hav e been in. And the 
Iron 
Workers 
International 
p resident Jack Ly ons, an in­ 
flu ential member of the national 
AFL-CIO 
Ex ecu tiv e 
Cou ncil 
(which has been contacted by 
city hall in search of fu nds and 
c ong r e s s i ona l 
s u p p or t ) , 
disp atched one of his top men, 
Bill Modell. 
Bu t the local barony hasn’t 
bu dged mu ch on the wage-fringe 
demands. 
The u nion’s leaders here say 
the boss can afford to p ay . Well, 
seems to me contractors want to 
bu ild. They gain little bu t heav y 
carry ing costs while idle. They 
say they can’t afford to p ay . 
They say 
they 
hav e other 
p roblems with contractors who 
bu y their finished iron p rodu cts. 
They say the others tell them 
stories abou t the 
op erating 
engineer who comes in, doesn’t 
ev en p u sh a bu tton, gets $35 ,000 
annu ally and well ov er $10,000 in 
fringes. Ju st a walker-arou nder. 
So there’s the dichotomy . The 
national leaders su ch as Jack 
Ly ons hav e p roblems with their 
regional barons.

resp onsible 
national 
labor 
p resident su ch 
as the car­ 
p enters’ 
Bill 
Sidell, 
or the 
p lu mbers’ 
(who 
stru ck 
the 
Alaska p ip eline the other day ) 
Marty Ward ju st can’t control 
the ou ter du kedoms. 
Thu s 
on the 
West Coast 
recently I learned that the 
av erage 
constru ction 
wage- 
fringe settlement is u p 12.7 p er 
cent a y ear. And that begins to 
reach the $20 an hou r figu re. 
And 
there’s 
mighty 
little 
“seasonality ” lay off there. 
Fu rther, the av erage national 
wage settlements now are u p 8 .7 
p er cent a y ear. And that makes 
it 5 5 p er cent u p in the last fiv e 
y ears!

National VFW Commander Thomas C. “ Pete” Walker 
took the right step in hailing General Lewis Walt, USMC 
(Ret.) and member of the Presidential Clemency Board 
for blowing the whistle on PCB Chairman Goodell and his 
left-wing-packed staff. 
In a special minority report, General Walt and three of 
his associates on the Board — Dr. Adams, Mr. Dougovito 
and Colonel Harry Riggs — revealed that in May, 1975, 
the original 9-man Board had been expanded to 18 
members, with the new Board members hand-picked by 
Goodell. The new “ m ajority” of the Board then 
proceeded, according to General Walt, to grant clemency 
discharges to anyone and everyone who happened to be 
in uniform during the Vietnam War — no m atter what the 
reason for their “disagreem ent” with the armed ser­ 
vices. 
Thus, instead of granting clemency to those with 
honest and sincere doubts about the nature of the war in 
Vietnam — doubts shared in great part by many con­ 
servatives in our country, who from the very beginning 
questioned the State D epartm ent’s “no win” policy — the 
extreme left-leaning Board began to vote clemency to 
individuals who had gone AWOL during combat, thus 
endangering and sometimes sacrificing the lives of their 
comrades in arms; to those found guilty of stealing 
government and other property; and for those in jail for 
civilian felony convictions such as rape, murder, 
m anslaughter, grand larcen y , arm ed 
robbery, 
aggravated assault, and so forth. 
It was learned that when, in the initial stages of the 
program, only some 800 individuals had made ap­ 
plication to the PCB, Chairman Goodell had secretly 
written to all of the major penal institutions in the United 
States, soliciting applications 
for clemency. 
This 
penitentiary mail produced over 2000 applications, and 
General Walt revealed that in the majority of cases, the 
Goodell-packed Board voted for Presidential pardons. 
One grave danger in this, General Walt points out, is that 
while the law stipulates that felons may not legally 
purchase a firearm, the unconditional Presidential 
pardons handed out by the Clemency Board wipe the 
slates clean, so that criminals are free to buy firearm s 
and ammunition from licensed dealers. 
This is deliberate subversion of the intent and purpose 
of President Ford in establishing the clemency program. 
It is good to see the VFW joining with General Walt in 
roundly condemning it.

WASHINGTON - The con- 
science-stricken ex-CIA analyst, 
Sam Adams, told Congress the 
truth about the false estim ates 
spread 
by 
U.S. 
officials 
beforethe 1968 Tet offensive. 
His testimony has produced a 
controversy 
over 
juggled 
statistics. 
Other 
intelligence 
experts have called it all “a 
num bers 
g a m e.” 
But 
the 
numbers, tragically, were flesh 
and blood. By official count, 920 
Americans died in the Tet at­ 
tack. 
Sam Adams’ revelations have 
led 
the 
House 
Intelligence 
Committee to investigate the 
alleged role of Lt. Gen. Daniel 
Graham, director of the Defense 
In telligen ce 
A gency, 
in 
distributing the phony figures. 
It’s a story we happen to know 
something about. 
Ten weeks 
before the Tet offensive, we 
learned about the secret dispute 
over intelligence estim ates We 
reported on Nov. 30, 1967, that 
Maj. Gen. Joseph McChristian, 
the Army intelligence chief in 
Vietnam, and been transferred 
to Texas for reporting higher 
estim ates than the Pentagon 
liked. 
“ McChristian’s estim ates of 
communist 
infiltration 
and 
recruitm ent,” we wrote, “were 
a constant source of annoyance 
to Secretary of Defense Robert 
McNamara, who thought they 
were higher thanthey ought to be 


“ Intelligence specialists, who 
worked with McChristian, have 
told 
this 
colum n 
that 
his 
estim ates 
were conservative 
He 
insisted up on hard in­ 
formation 
and 
would 
never 
resort 
to guesswork ... There 
w as 
subtle 
pressure 
on 
McChristian 
from 
the 
Pen­ 
tagon to reduce his estim ates, 
which he refused to do. ” 
The Tet explosion convinced 
us that the military brass had 
made a ghastly miscalculation. 
We flew to the battle scene to 
seek the evidence. In Vietnam, 
we obtained a confidential, pre- 
Tet 
report which 
badly un­ 
d e r e s tim a te d 
c o m m u n ist 
strength. “ It is now clear," we 
were able to write, "that our 
noliov-makers have been basing 


their war plans upon faulty 
intelligence.” 
We quoted at length from the 
confidential 
report, 
which 
concluded: “We believe the tide 
has 
turned 
and 
the enem y 
strength is on the decline There 
is evidence of faltering morale 
and 
d iscipline 
am ong 
the 
southern enemy - the true Viet 
Cong. 
There 
are fewer but 
significant signs that the nor­ 
thern 
invader 
is 
lik ew ise 
weakening.” 
We 
w ere 
shown 
other 
corroborative 
documents 
in 
Vietnam, but nervous sources 
asked us not to quote them. 
Some of these have now been 
made available to us. 
They show how Washington 
not 
only 
suppressed 
McChristian’s unwanted war­ 
nings but encouraged the Saigon 
command to sell a rosy outlook 
to the press. Saigon came back 
in October, 1967, with plans for a 
m assive 
press 
campaign 
to 
protray the enem y as faltering. 
“We will hold on-the-record 
b riefin g s,” 
cab led 
Saigon, 
“whenever som e point can be 
proved by captured documents 
con cise, 
hard-hitting 
briefings 
designed 
to 
allay 
credibility problems." 
The Saigon authorities sought 
to prove “that the enemy is fast 
losing control of the people for 
his side, his recruitment has 
dropped off sharply, he is having 
food shortages and he is having 
serious problems collecting VC 
taxes.” 
The Saigon proposals went so 
far thatWashington cautioned in 
a secret “joint State-Defense 
m essage" in November, 1967: 
“We are concerned lest our 
credibility 
be 
tarnished 
by 
overstatement 
of 
our 
case. 
While 
some 
pieces 
of 
the 
argum ents 
can 
stand 
un­ 
challenged, 
others are 
more 
vulnerable 
b ecau se of the 
fragmentary 
nature 
of 
the 
evidence.” 
Still, 
Gen 
William 
West­ 
moreland, the U.S. commander 
in Vietnam, sent the Pentagon a 
secret, 
year-end 
report 
promising: 
Through 
careful 
exploitation 
of 
the 
enem y’s 
vulnerabilities and application 
of our superior firepower and 
mobility, we should expect our 
gains of 1967 to be increased 
manyfold in 1968." 


Exactly 29 days later, the 
communists, far from faltering, 
stunned 
Washington 
by 
at­ 
tacking South Vietnam’s main 
centers during the Tet holiday. 
McChristian had betu right, his 
critics 
wrong. 
Their 
miscalculations were paid for 
with American blood. 
Yet he 
remained in Texas, and they 
continued to direct the war 
effort. 


Now Sam Adams, whose CIA 
i n t e l l i g e n c e 
c o n fir m e d 
McChristian’s 
estim ates, has 
reopened the episode. We can 
furnish the House Intelligence 
Committee 
with 
documents 
supporting Adam s’ testimony. 
We also suggest that the com ­ 
m ittee invite McChristian to 
testify. 


With 
the 
help 
of 
Saga 
m agazine, 
w e 
located 
the 
retired general who spoke out 
publicly for the first time. He 
told 
us 
how he 
organized 
military intelligence from the 
ground up, beginning in 1965. He 
wound 
up with 
the best 
in­ 
telligence, he said, “we ever had 
on the battlefield." 
An 
operation, 
code-named 
Cedar Falls, 
brought in 
key 
enemy 
documents 
and 
per­ 
sonnel throughout 1966-67 
As 
early as the 
Sprirj; of 1967, 
alm ost a year before the Tet 
invasion. 
U.S. 
military 
in­ 
telligence had sufficient data to 
predict 
the 
offensive, 
McChristian contended. 
He forwarded the information 
to the top command which took 
his 
inform ation 
“ very 
seriously,” he related. But over 
his protests, he was transferred 
to Texas in June, 1967. 
The Tet offensive should not 
have been a surprise, he told us. 
“We had a very good picture of 
the 
en em y’s 
strength 
and 
plans." 
Footnote: 
General 
West­ 
m oreland, 
d espite 
his 
misleading 1967 year-end report, 
told 
us 
he 
agreed 
with 
McChristian. The Tet offensive, 
he said, was in no way a sur­ 
prise. “We alm ost called the 
date," he said. He even tried to 
intercept the attackers before 
they reached Saigon but couldn’t 
because of the jungle expanse, 
he said. He is also eager, he 
said, to have the truth about Tet 
m ade Dublic.

Billions At Stake: Tiny hard- 
hat union’s 4-months strike hits 
limping New York 


NEW YORK - Some of these 
hard hats, crying all the way to 
the bank, seem to live in a world 
all their own - and a posh one at 
that. Here’s a city moaning low. 
Yet, for exam ple, a little known 
iron workers local is heading 
into the fifth month of a strike 
which 
is 
slowing, 
and 
soon 
enough can halt, over $2.1 billion 
dollars 
worth 
of 
vital 
con­ 
struction. 
Yet 
the 
town 
desperately 
needs the work. The manpower 
is here. Even the money is here. 
Affected 
are 
and will 
be 
hospitals, utilities, public and 
private 
housing, 
commercial 
structures - the whole thing 
Completion 
would 
put 
more 
money int othe city’s parched 
coffers. 
First-- 
about 
the 
union. 
They’re 
shopmen. 
They 
are 
som e 3,000 strong, a word ad­ 
visedly used. Their local is 455. 
They are the 
mongers who 
prepare the rails the metal work 
on bannisters, the inside and 
outside fittings without which no 
building is complete. 
They are paid a basic wage 
rate of $6.70 an hour. But that’s 
just the beginning. This union 
has at least seven special funds 
paid for by the contractors - 
vacations, 
sickness, 
welfare, 
p e n sio n s, 
a p p r e n tic e sh ip , 
severance and annuity. 
That last one fascinates me. 
It’s delayed bonus. The “boss” 
pays into the fund regularly. 
When the em ploye leaves, for 
whatever reason, I’m told, he 
gets the annuity. Regularly, he 
also gets money for vacations. 
But he also gets holiday pay. 
The funds (fringes) cost the 
company about $2 an hour bring 
ing the wage cost up to $8.70. 
Add to this the holiday pay 
m entioned 
ab ove 
- 
about 
another 5 per cent -- or about 45 
or 46 cents an hour and the total 
wage and fringe cost to the 
constractor 
com es 
to 
about 
$9.16. 
The local is demanding a flat 
10 per cent increase on wages 
and 4 per cent on some fund- 
fringes. For one year, mind you. 
This would total about $1.20 an 
hour more - or $50 over a 40- 
hour week - before overtime or 
special holiday pay. 
This, 
in 
a 
depressed and 
virtually bankrupt city. This, 
despite the increased millions of 
dollars it would add to a city bill 
for public housing, 
hospitals, 
and 
other 
m unicipal 
con­ 
struction. This, despite the fact 
that there’s such a freeze now 
that some 8,000 hard hats in 
other trades will be lopped from 
payrolls in the next three years 
so ^he big town can muddle 


through. 
Hardly 
makes 
any 
sense 
except to those living in an inner 
world of their own. 
Yet so 
powerful is this one small local - 
and there are thousands of its 
counterparts across the nation - 
that it can’t be budged. 
All through the summer the 
local, 
state 
and 
fed eral 
mediators have been in. And the 
Iron 
Workers 
International 
president Jack Lyons, an in­ 
fluential member of the national 
AFL-CIO 
Executive 
Council 
(which has 
been contacted by 
city hall in search of funds and 
c o n g r e s s i o n a l 
s u p p o r t ) , 
dispatched one of his top men, 
Bill Modell.

CHICAGO (AP) — Anticoagulant drugs given to pregnant women 
for heart and related problems is resulting in the birth of deformed 
infants, a University of Chicago radiologist says. 
Previously these deformed infants were thought to be the result of 
genetic or environmental causes, Dr. K. Jeffery Kranzler, pediatric 
radiology director at Chicago’s Wyler Children’s Hospital, said in an 
interview Wednesday. 
Kranzler reported last month at a Society for Pediatric Radiology 
meeting in Atlanta on eight such cases he studied. In addition, he 
said, he knows of three more and that others are attributed to other 
causes or not reported. 
The most striking deformity is in the faces of these infants, which 
lock m ore like the faces of hum an embfyos than of babies, he said. 
The appearance is flat, with hardly m ore than nasal openings for a 
nose, because of failure of the nasal bones to form. 
Abnormal calcification of cartilage structures in the body may 
cause these infants later to develop skeletal deform ities, he added. 
The infants have breathing difficulty because of their deformed 
noses, making the problem potentially fatal. One of the eight studied 
by the radiologist died because of an obstructed air passage. 
The d ru ^ are in a class derived from coumarin, with warfarin the 
most widely used among them , Kranzler said. They have been used 
far about 40 years, he sa id, and the first case of a birth deformity 
related to their use was reported in 1966. 
Anticoagulants are useful drugs, he said, but they should be used 
by pregnant women only when absolutely essential, especially 
during the first three months of pregnancy.

COLUMBIA, Mo., - How do 
you bottle the special kind of 
destructive missile that cor- 
nerback Kenny Downing per­ 
sonifies on kickoff coverage - 
and preserve it for future Tigers 
to emulate? 
Mizzou coaches wish they 
knew. Downing, a 183-pound 
veteran from Aurora, Mo., is the 
Bengals’ “ hit-man” on most 
kickoffs - weaving down field to 
slice through - or around - the 
wedge and nail the ball-carrier. 


The slambang senior roughly 
has figured in some 65 percent of 
the kidkoff tackles this season. 
What’s Downing’s formula for 
getting the job done? 


“ Mostly, I guess it’s telling 
yourself that you’re gonna make 
the 
tackle,” 
says 
the 
5-11 
scrapper. “ You gotta feel that 
you’re the man who’s gonna do 
it.” 


Coach A1 Onofrio says there’s 
a 
simple 
explanation 
for 
Downing’s high ratio of kickoff 
tackles -- “ wanting to” -- but 
Ken has a few technique tips to 
offer. 
“ I just go down hard,” he 
says. “ Take my own route, and 
try to get there just as the wedge 
is turning upfield. When you’re 
that close to ’em, it’s hard to 
pick you up that quick. 
“ When they do try to react, 
they’re usually off-balance -and 
you can slip through.” 
Downing is one of those rare 
“ little guys” in college, who’d be 
seldom 
recruited under 
the 
ex istin g 
30-scholarship 
limitation. But pound-for-pound 
there isn’t a surer, more ex­ 
plosive tackier on the Tiger 
squad. 
Only a few Mizzou regulars 
are 
specialty 
teamers, 
and 
Downing is one of them. 


“ I got taken off the punt and 
kickoff return teams (because 
the coaches thought he was 
being over-exposed) - and kinda 
felt bad, but didn’t let it bother 
me. 
“ Heck, I just really enjoy it. 
When I can do something on one 
of the specialty teams, I reall> 
get a good feeling.” 


A point of pride with the 
compact, mustachioed kid from 
Ozark country is that he has 
answered the starting bell for all 
28 games in his varsity career.

I’ll be much happier there,” 
said Sanderson, who came to 
the Blues in exchange for a 
first-round selection in the 1977 
amateur draft. 
“ They have a good club with 
a shot at winning the division, 
especially if we get goal-tend­ 
ing like we got tonight,” he 
said. 
Sanderson was off to a bad 
start this season, failing to 
score in eight games, l^ast year 
with the Rangers, he scored 25 
goals and led the team with 106 
penalty minutes. 
His 
on-the-ice 
obscurity 
sharply contrasted his arrival 
in New York last summer when 


he sparked a departure in the 
grooming rules of Ranger Gen­ 
eral Manager Emile Francis. 
Restrictions on mustaches and 
long hair were dropped when 
Sanderson — noted for both — 
arrived. 


But he never won a fulltime 
job in New York, being used 
mostly to center a fourth line 
or to fill in at left wing.

COLUM BIA, Mo., — How do 
you bottle the special kind of 
destructive missile that cor- 
nerback Kenny Downing per­ 
sonifies on kickoff coverage - 
and preserve it for future Tigers 
to emulate? 
Mizzou coaches wish 
they 
knew. 
Downing, a 183-pound 
veteran from Aurora, Mo., is the 
Bengals’ “ hit-man” on most 
kickoffs - weaving down field to 
slice through - or around - the 
wedge and nail the ball-carrier. 


The slambang senior roughly 
has figured in some 65 percent of 
the kidkoff tackles this season. 
What’s Downing’s formula for 
getting the job done? 


“ Mostly, I guess it’s telling 
yourself that you’re gonna make 
the 
tackle,’’ 
says 
the 
5-11 
scrapper. “ You gotta feel that 
you’re the man who’s gonna do 
it.” 


Coach Al Onofrio says there’s 
a 
sim ple 
explanation 
for 
Downing’s high ratio of kickoff 
tackles -- “ wanting to” -- but 
Ken has a few technique tips to 
offer. 
“ I just go down hard,” he 
says. “ Take my own route, and 
try to get there just as the wedge 
is turning upfield. When you’re 
that close to ’em, it’s hard to 
pick you up that quick. 
“ When they do try to react, 
they’re usually off-balance--and 
you can slip through.’’ 
Downing is one of those rare 
“ little guys” in college, who’d be 
seldom 
recruited 
under 
the 
e x is tin g 
30-scholarship 
limitation. But pound-for-pound 
there isn’t a surer, more ex­ 
plosive tackier on the Tiger 
squad. 
Only a few Mizzou regulars 
are 
specialty 
teamers, 
and 
Downing is oneofthem. 


“ I got taken off the punt and 
kickoff return teams (because 
the coaches thought he was 
being over-exposed) - and kinda 
felt bad, but didn’t let it bother 
me. 
“ Heck, I just really enjoy it. 
When I can do something on one 
of the specialty teams, I reall> 
get a good feeling.” 


A point of pride with the 
compact, mustachioed kid from 
Ozark country is that he has 
answered the starting bell for all 
28 games in his varsity career. 
He’s been playing “ hurt” since 
the second game with Illinois.

“ They have a good club with 
a shot at winning the division, 
especially if we get goal-tend­ 
ing like we got tonight,” he 
said. 
Sanderson was off to a bad 
start this season, failing to 
score in eight games. I^ast year 
with the Rangers, he scored 25 
goals and led the team with 106 
penalty minutes. 
His 
on-the-ice 
obscurity 
sharply contrasted his arrival 
in New York last summer when 


he sparked a departure in the 
grooming rules of Ranger Gen­ 
eral Manager Em ile Francis. 
Restrictions on mustaches and 
long hair were dropped when 
Sanderson — noted for both — 
arrived. 


But he never won a fulltime 
job in New York, being used 
mostly to center a fourth line 
or to fill in at left wing 
“ I wasn’t one of the Rangers’ 
select society,” he said. “ I nev­ 
er would have been. Even if I 
had scored 50 goals I would not 
have been one of the favor­ 
ites.” 


Sanderson left the troubled 
Rangers, however, with good 
words for his former team­ 
mates.

Eliphaz rebuked Job for his curse, reminding him that in times past he had always told 
weak and troubled people to trust in G od, but now that trouble had come upon him, he 
was suddenly faint, broken and despairing. He continued, “Even as I have seen, they 
that plow iniquity, and sow wickedness, reap the same. By the blast of G o d 
they perish

She Went from Doing 'Ceramic Dabbling’ 


To Accurate Reproductions of Mushrooms 


DAYTON (AP) — Mycology, 
or the science of fungi, can be 
difficult to teach because it 
isn’t easy to find the right spec­ 
imens at the right time, and 
it’s almost impossible to keep 
them in viable condition for 
long. 
When Profs. Harold Keller 
and Richard Jensen at Wright 
State University here decided 
to teach such a course, they 
turned to 
“The 
Mushroom 
Lady” for help. 
“The Mushroom Lady” is not 
a comic strip character. She is 
in real life Gene Williamson, 
the sculptress of hundreds of 
exact scale models of many 
species of mushrooms. 
Although she hand makes the 
mushrooms in her basement 
workshop as a hobby, the 
pieces are not strictly “arts 
and crafts.” They are so accu­ 
rate in color and detail that 
botanists and nature centers 
around the country are using 
them for teaching and research 
aids. 
Mrs. Williamson has been a 
fulltime herbarium technician 
at Miami University at Oxford, 
Ohio, for about eight years. She 
collects, presses, preserves and 
arranges displays of plant spec­ 
imens for the library-museum. 
She also trains students in 
these operations, and is respon­ 
sible for the exchange and loan 
system with other herbariums 
around the world. She says she 
“had no real scientific train­ 
ing” with plants before she 
started working there. 
“I became interested in the 
array of strange mushrooms 
brought in by the mycology 
classes and started my own 
treks into the woods to collect 
and attempt to identify speci­ 
mens,” she says. “I have read 
an awful lot of books since 
then, but pictures just don’t 
show enough . . . 
“I am flattered when the 
biology students come in to 
study my models before their 
exams,” she admits. “I some­ 
times put a live mushroom and 
a ceramic one on the same 
base to see if they can tell the 
difference. I’ve fooled a few of 
them.” 
A long-time ceramics dab­ 
bler, Mrs. Williamson finds the 
fungi a “challenging art form” 
and attempts to capture accu­ 
rately the details of the various 
species in clay for aesthetic as 
well as scientific reasons. She 
models her pieces using a 
freshly collected fungus as a 
guide whenever possible. 
“I have grown some mush­ 
rooms on the old stone floor of 
my basement so that I’d have a 
supply to work with,” she says. 
The range of colors, shapes 
and sizes of the fungi is an un­ 
expected visual delight. “Ev­ 
eryone is familiar with the 
large and showy wild-flowers,” 
Mrs. Williamson says, “but 
some of the most interesting 
and unique organisms are these 
small, inconspicuous plants. 
“Each specimen is differ­ 
ent,” she continues. “Getting 
the color to the right hue is the 
most critical problem.” Of the 
species in her collection, bright 
red and orange, deep purple, 
sunny yellow and chocolate 
brown specimens are not un­ 
common. 


“I experimented with many 
different types of clay,” she 
says. “One of nature’s own ma­ 
terials, white talc clay, turned 
out to be the purest white and 
the best texture base I have 
found. The colors do well on it. 
It often takes many hours of 
testing to get the right shade, 
the one that looks most natural. 
The sponge mushroom took al­ 
most two years and probably 
100 different glazes to make it 
look right.” 
The hand-modeling process is 
long and delicate as well. “It 
can take me anywhere from 
two to 15 hours, depending on 
the size of the piece,” she ex­ 
plained. “The most important 
tools for details like the gills 
are knife blades and, wooden 
shaping tools of various sizes. 
But I have often gone through 
my house looking for something 
like a sharp pencil or my mel­ 
on ball cutter to produce just 
the right effect.” 
Carefully controlled drying is 
necessary before the pieces are 
bisque fired at 1,904 degrees.! 
Several coats of glaze are ap­ 
plied, depending on the desired 
color and texture, and then the 
mushrooms are fired again at 
1,854 degrees. Mrs. Williamson: 
then mounts them on wood or 
moss-covered bases in clusters 
as they would be found natural­ 
ly in the woods.

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She Went from Doing 'Ceramic Dabbling’ 


To Accurate Reproductions of Mushrooms 


DAYTON (AP) — Mycology, 
or the science of fungi, can be 
difficult to teach because it 
isn’t easy to find the right spec­ 
imens at the right time, and 
it’s almost impossible to keep 
them in viable condition for 
long. 
When Profs. Harold Keller 
and Richard Jensen at Wright 
State University here decided 
to teach such a course, they 
turned 
to 
“The 
Mushroom 
. Lady” for help. 
“The Mushroom Lady” is not 
a comic strip character. She is 
in real life Gene Williamson, 
the sculptress of hundreds of 
exact scale models of many 
species of mushrooms. 
Although she hand makes the 
mushrooms in her basement 
workshop 
as a hobby, 
the 
pieces are not strictly “arts 
and crafts.” They are so accu­ 
rate in color and detail that 
botanists and nature centers 
around the country are using 
them for teaching and research 
aids. 
Mrs. Williamson has been a 
fulltime herbarium technician 
at Miami University at Oxford, 
Ohio, for about eight years. She 
collects, presses, preserves and 
arranges displays of plant spec­ 
imens for the library-museum. 
She also trains students in 
these operations, and is respon­ 
sible for the exchange and loan 
svstem with other herbariums 
around the world. She says she 
“had no real scientific train­ 
ing” with plants before she 
started working there. 
“I became interested in the 
array of strange mushrooms 
brought in by the mycology 
classes and started my own 
treks into the woods to collect 
and attempt to identify speci­ 
mens,” she says. “I have read 
an awful lot of books since 
then, but pictures just don’t 
show enough . . . 
“I am flattered when the 
biology students come in to 
study my models before their 
exams,” she admits. “I some­ 
times put a live mushroom and 
a ceramic one on the same 
base to see if they can tell the 
difference. I’ve fooled a few of 
them .” 
A long-time ceramics dab­ 
bler, Mrs. Williamson finds the 
fungi a “challenging art form ” 
and attempts to capture accu­ 
rately the details of the various 
species in clay for aesthetic as 
well as scientific reasons. She 
models her pieces using a 
freshly collected fungus as a 
guide whenever possible. 
“ I have grown some mush­ 
rooms on the old stone floor of 
my basement so that I’d have a 
supply to work with,” she says. 
The range of colors, shapes 
and sizes of the fungi is an un­ 
expected visual delight. “ Ev­ 
eryone is familiar with the 
large and showy wild-flowers,” 
Mrs. Williamson says, 
“ but 
some of the most interesting 
and unique organisms are these 
small, inconspicuous plants. 
“Each specimen is differ­ 
ent,” she continues. “Getting 
the color to the right hue is the 
most critical problem.” Of the 
species in her collection, bright 
red and orange, deep purple, 
sunny yellow and chocolate 
brown specimens are not un­ 
common. 


“I experimented with many 
different types of clay,” she 
says. “One of nature’s own m a­ 
terials, white talc clay, turned 
out to be the purest white and 
the best texture base I have 
found. The colors do well on it. 
It often takes many hours of 
testing to get the right shade, 
the one that looks most natural. 
The sponge mushroom took al­ 
most two years and probably 
100 different glazes to make it 
look right.” 
The hand-modeling process is 
long and delicate as well. “ It 
can take me anywhere from 
two to 15 hours, depending on 
the size of the piece,” she ex­ 
plained. “The most important 
tools for details like the gills j 
are knife blades and wooden 
shaping tools of various sizes. 
But I have often gone through 
my house looking for something 
like a sharp pencil or my mel­ 
on ball cutter to produce just 
the right effect.” 
Carefully controlled drying is 
necessary before the pieces are 
bisque fired at 1,904 degrees.! 
Several coats of glaze are ap­ 
plied, depending on the desired 
color and texture, and then the 
mushrooms are fired again at 
1,854 degrees. Mrs. Williamson 
then mounts them on wood or 
moss-covered bases in clusters] 
as they would be found natural-1 
ly in the woods.

DEAR DR. LAMB — Some 
years ago we had a famous 
brand name water softening 
system installed. Since then 
my wife has developed a high 
blood pressure condition. I 
have been bothered with 
angina pectoris. 
A visiting relative would not 
drink the water from our tap, 
but would use only the un­ 
treated water from the outside 
hydrant. She claimed it was 
bad for our condition and 
w ould c a u s e high blood 
p re ssu re and other h e a rt 
ailments. 
It seems that somewhere an 
extensive research project 
came up with statistics verify­ 
ing this idea. Has this been 
found to be true? Is it bad to 
drink w ater that has been 
treated by commercial water 
softeners? 
DEAR READER - There is 
some truth in the story. Some 
research studies have shown 
that there is a higher incidence 
of heart attacks in individuals 
drinking soft water as com­ 
pared to people drinking hard 
water. However, a statistical 
study by the UCLA School of 
Public Health in Los Angeles 
found no relationship at all. 
One explanation suggested 
was that soft water acts on the 
plumbing and allows cadmium 
and perhaps other toxic metals 
to be dissolved into the soft 
water. This apparently does 
not happen with hard water. If 
that theory is correct and 
there is increased heart dis­ 
ease in people using soft 
w ater, you can avoid the 
problem by always running a 
lot of water before you take 
any to drink. This will avoid 
getting water that has stood in 
the pipes and dissolved cad­ 
mium. If the theory is in­ 
correct then running water 
will not help. 
The theory goes on to state 
th at ca d m iu m and heavy 
metals dissolved in the soft 
water that has stood in the

pipes may damage the kidneys 
which in turn leads to high 
blood pressure. High blood 
pressure increases the in­ 
cidence of heart and vascular 
disease. 
These observations do not 
prove that your water softener 
has caused your problems 
Both high blood pressure and 
angina pectoris heart disease 
are common enough from 
other causes that you may well 
h a v e 
d e v e l o p e d 
t h e s e 
problems, anyway. 
Some home water softeners 
do cause a lot of sodium to be 
left in the water. People on salt 
r e s t r i c t e d 
d ie ts c a n n o t 
tolerate this water well. 
In view of all these factors, I 
think it is better for people to 
use orinary tap w ater for 
drinking purposes. My second 
best recommendation is to use 
bottled, distilled water for 
drinking purposes. Keep it in 
the refrigerator.
